PREFACE. 


To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Urban  District  Council  of  Hebburn 


Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  pleasure  in  submitting-  the  Annual  Report  of  the  Medical 
Officer  of  Health  on  the  health  of  the  Urban  District  and  the  work  in 
the  Health  Department  for  the  year  1961. 

The  health  statistics  are  set  out  in  detail  in  the  body  of  the  report; 
there  are,  however,  certain  features  on  which  I would  like  to  comment. 

The  principal  vital  statistics  show  no<  significant  changes  com- 
pared with  the  year  I960'.  The  population  of  the  Urban  District  rose 
by  690  to  24,980;  the  natural  increase,  excess  of  births  over  deaths 
was  269. 

The  birth  rate  showed  a decrease  to  20.9  compared  with  22.4  in 
I9601;  the  standardised  birth  rate  (i.e.  adjusted  for  age  and  sex  distri- 
bution of  the  population)  was  18.6  which  was  in  excess  of  the  figure 
of  17.4  for  E ngland  and  Wales. 

The  infant  mortality  rate  fell  dramatically  to  7.7  compared  with 
27.5  in  the  previous  year  ; the  annual  number  of  infant  deaths  showed 
a reduction  from  15  to  4.  It  is  of  interest  that  there  were  no  infant 
deaths'  from  congenital  deformity  or  diseases  of  the  new  born. 

The  death  rate  of  10.1  showed  a decrease  compared  with  10.5 
for  the  previous  year.  The  standardised  death  rate  slightly  exceeds 
"hat  for  England  and  Wales.  Heart  disease  and  cancer  continue  to 
be  the  most  important  causes  of  death  and  are  responsible  for  more  than 
fifty  per  cent  of  the  mortality.  The  commonest  single  cause  of  death 
was  coronary  thrombosis  which  accounted  for  23  male  deaths  and  19 
female  deaths.  This  disease  tends  to  predominate  in  males.  Vascular 
lesions  of  the  nervous'  system  (i.e.  Cerebral  Haemorrhages,  “strokes” 
etc.)  were  the  second  single  commonest  cause  cf  death  with  a pre- 
ponderance of  20  female  deaths  compared  with  13  male  deaths.  More 
than  ten  per  cent  of  male  deaths  were  accounted  for  by  accidents  or 
suicide. 
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In  the  environmental  sphere,  encouraging-  progress  continues  to 
be  made  in  the  control  ;of  atmospheric  pollution.  The  creation  of  fur- 
ther smoke  control  orders  under  the  Clean  Air  Act,  1956  continues  in 
accordance  with  the  phased  programme  already  agreed  by  the  Council; 
further  details  will  be  found  in  the  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector’s 
section  of  the  Report  on  Page  30. 

On  Page  14  will  be  found  a summary  of  the  principal  statistics 
of  the  United  Districts  of  Jarrow,  Hebburn,  Felling  and  Boldon  of 
which  I am  Medical  Officer  of  Health;  the  estimated  total  population 
now  exceeds  112,000. 

In  conclusion,  I wish  to  record  my  appreciation  of  the  assistance 
and  co-operation  I have  received  from  the  Chairman,  Members  of  the 
Council,  other  Officials  and  my  staff  in  the  Health  Department.

B.  PHYSICAL  AND  SOCIAL. 

1.  Description  of  the  Area. 

The  Urban  District  of  Hebburn  is  roughly  rectangular  in  shape.  Its 
West  and  North  boundaries  are  formed  by  the  bend  of  the  River  Tyne. 
In  the  East,  Hebburn  and  Jarrow  have  a common  boundary  running 
approximately  north  and  south  from  the  river.  The  Southern  limit  of 
the  Urban  District  is  contiguous  with  Boldon  Urban  District,  the  eastern 
half  of  which  follows  the  line  of  the  Newcastle-Sunderland  main  line 
Railway. 

The  Newcastle-South  Shields  Electric  Railway  runs  through  the 
District  parallel  to  the  course  of  the  River  Tyne  enclosing  the  Ship- 
building and  repair  yards,  a large  Electric  Gear  and  other  works.  Other 
Industries  in  the  area  include  Engineering,  Chemical,  and  Paint  Works. 
There  is  a large  Coke  Works  in  the  Southern  part  of  the  Urban  District.

UNEMPLOYMENT. 

An  average  of  1,059  persons  (725  m,ales  and  344  females)  were 
registered  as  unemployed  throughout  the  year.  The  highest  figures 
recorded  were  964  males  and  401  females  on  11th  December,  and  the 
lowest  575  males  and  299  females  on  10th  July. 

The  recovery  from  the  recession  of  1959  continued  and  the  average 
level  of  unemployment  was  lower  than  in  either  of  the  two  preceeding 
years.  The  seasonal  increase  in  the  fourth  quarter  of  the  vear  was 
greater  than  normal,  however,  and  there  was  an  appreciable  amount 
of  short  time  working  principally  in  the  metal  manufacturing  industries.

Report  of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  on 
Prevalence  and  Control  of  Infectious  and 

other  Diseases. 


The  number  of  cases  of  Infectious  Diseases  notified  'during-  1861 
was  973,  compared  with  86  during  the  previous  year.  This  dramatic 
increase  was  almost  entirely  accounted  for  by  the  substantial  rise  of 
865  in  Measles  notifications.  There  was  a slight  increase  in  the  in- 
cidence of  Whooping  Cough  with  32  cases  compared  with  11  in  the 
previous  year.  Apart  from  this  there  was  little  change  in  the  numbers 
of  other  Infectious  Diseases  notified  during  the  course  of  the  year. 

MEASLES. 

The  usual  biennial  epidemic  pattern  was  maintained  and,  as  ex- 
pected, there  was  a substantial  increase  in  the  number  of  cases  notified, 
there  being  876  cases  compared  with  11  cases  during  the  previous  year. 
The  epidemic  reached  its  peak  in  March,  1961,  during  which  month  no 
less  than  440  cases  were  notified  ; although  the  epidemic  was  of  a wide- 
spread and  extensive  nature,  the  disease  itself  was , in  the  majority  of 
cases,  of  only  moderate  severity  and  only  one  case  required  admission  to 
hospital. 

WHOOPI  M G COUGH. 

During  the  year  1961  there  were  32  cases  of  this  disease  notified 
compared  with  11  during  the  previous  year.  This  increased  incidence, 
although  still  low,  should  serve  to  dispel  any  complacency  regarding 
the  need  for  immunisation  against  this  diesase  which  is  offered  both  by 
General  Practitioners  and  Local  Authortv  Clinics. 

DYSENTERY. 

I am  pleased  to  be  able  to  report  the  complete  absence  of  any  known 
cases  of  this  disease  during  1961.  It  must,  however,  always  be  remem- 
bered that  Sonnei  Dysentery  tends  to  be  endemic  on  Tyneside  and  the 
incidence  of  many  unrecognised  or  undiagnosed  cases  is  always  a 
potential  hazard. 
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FOOD  POISOM  INC. 

It  is  pleasing-  to  report  that  no  cases  of  this  disease  were  either 
notified  or  otherwise  ascertained  during-  the  year.  The  potential  hazard 
of  Food  Poisoning,  especially  in  catering  on  a large  scale  cannot  be 
too  strongly  emphasised  and  it  is  vitally  important  that  high  standards 
of  hygiene  should  obtain  at  all  times.  I would  again  stress  the  impor- 
tance of  notifying  the  Health  Department  immediately  on  the  occurence, 
or  even  suspicion  of  an  outbreak. 


POLIOMYELITIS. 

There  were  no  cases  of  this  disease  during  the  year.  Although  the 
proportion  of  children  fully  immunised  against  this  disease  is  on  the 
whole  satisfactory,  there  still  remain  far  t r many  adults  who  fail  to 
take  advantage  of  the  benefits  of  immunisation  not  only  for  themselves, 
but  for  the  community  at  large.  With  the  recent  advent  of  oral  vaccine 
there  can  be  no  excuse  for  such  apathy. 

TUBERCULOSIS. 

The  incidence  of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  continues  to  decline  with 
30  cases  notified  compared  with  31  cases  during  the  previous  year.  The 
reduction  in  the  incidence  of  new  male  cases  was  slightly  more  than 
counterbalanced  by  an  increase  in  the  number  of  female  cases  notified. 
There  was  little  change  in  the  age  distribution  of  the  new  cases,  almost 
half  of  which  occurred  in  tht  age  group  35  to  55  years. 

The  incidence  of  Non-Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  continues  to  decline 
with  only  two  cases  notified  during  the  year.  There  is  no  doubt  what- 
ever that  this  continued  improvement  over  the  years  has  been  achieved 
by  the  heat  treatment  of  milk  by  pasteurisation  or  sterilisation;  almost 
all  of  the  milk  retailed  in  the  district  is'  thus  treated.
